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FCC LOGS IN 2,379 DO-NOT-CALL REGISTRY COMPLAINTS SINCE OCTOBER 1 
 

Washington, DC -- Since implementation of the National Do-Not-Call Registry on 
October 1, 2003, the FCC has received 2,379 complaints about alleged violations of the do-not-
call rules and 5,879 inquiries about the rules.

October 3: 831 inquiries; 431 complaints

October 6: 485 inquiries; 242 complaints 
October 7: 336 inquiries; 274 complaints 
October 8: 585 inquiries; 277 complaints (as of 4 PM) 
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
